As she returned 
home in the fall sof ‘ the horse ran away. with them in the Rocky 
Ford Catawba, and by the fright she lost a son after she got home, 
and continued weakly. On lst May, 1820, she lost a daughter, and 
died on 4th May, 1820. The following is an extract from her 
husband, dated 9th May, 1820, and rec d on 20th.
